John Sherman and then by the contra- 
diction of the report, which came a 
few hours later, the one giving a re- 
lief which wajt as marked as was the 
sot-row produced by the other. 


The first report, which come from 


Kew York, was received at 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon and was circulated in 
tlie departments just before they closed 
for 
the day.- The 
announcement 


seemed to fo'low naturally the other 
•cablegram* of the day stating that the 
venerable statesman's 
condition had 


.grown worse since yesterday and there 
was a universal expression of regret 
and in many cases, of personal dis- 
tress over the I news. 
Cabinet min- 


isters, Senators, and members of the 
house expressed deep sorrow, speaking 
nut only in terms of admiration and re- 
spect for. the ex~s«nator's public ca- 
rper, but dwelling with loving kindness 
upon his personal character. 


The contradiction of the first report 


- did not arrive until 8.30 o'clock. 
It 


came to the Associated Press in the 
shape of a positive statement 
from 


•Santiago, made in the knowledge that 
the report of the senator's death had 
lieen circulated. 
This dispatch wan 


Immediately given as wide circulation 
in the city as it was possible for It to 
receive at that hour. 
Secretary Hay 


was placed. in possession of a copy of 
the dispatch, as were also Mr. Sher- 
man's family. 


"A most remarkable condition of af- 


fair?." remarked the secretary.

NEW YORK. March 18.—The sensa- 


tional finding of the body of Admiral 
Vlllamll of the Spanish navy, sitting In 
an arm chair on the Cuban coast about 
four miles west of the entrance to San- 
tiago harbor, calls forth a statement 
from the correspondent who witnessed 
the • destruction of Cervera's -fl«et on 
July 3 last from the yacht Wanda, a 
dispatch boat In the service of the As- 
sociated Press. 


Admiral Vlllamll was an officer of 


considerable renown In the 
Spanish 


service and he was in command of the 
torpedo flotilla, which accompanied the 
larger vessels of Admiral Cervera's 
fleet from the Cape Verd islands to 
Martinique and thence to Curacoa and 
Santiago last spring. 
He was badly- 


wounded aboard the destroyer Pluton blod on 
tn the engagement, between the Amer- 
ican and Spanish fleets enar Santiago 
on July 3d last, but managed to reach 
the shore and the American sailors did 
not find him. 
As he never appeared 


In Santiago and as his brother officers 
oa the Pluton knew that he had been 
desperately wounded, having lost an 
arm and a leg, his death was never 
doubted. 
But the finding of his body 


In a chair and Its positive identifica- 
tion by means of his uniform and pa- 
pers found in his pockets is the first 
absolute proof of his death. 


The mere finding of the body Is not 


such a remarkable fact, but that It 
should be found seated In an arm chair 
on that rocky coast several miles away 
from any habitation calls forth the 
statement from the correspondent re- 
ferred to, who accounts for the' pres 
ence of the chair. 
The first report from Santiago about 


the finding of the body, which was re- 
ceived here on Friday. March 10th. 
staed that It was believed to he that of 
the captain of the Pluton. 


The statement of the correspondent 


shows that this could not be correct, 
for by a peculiar chain of circum- 
stances, connected very closely . with 
the presence of the chair on the Cuban 
shore he was obliged to have an in- 
terview with the captain of the Pluton 
aboard the auxiliary gunboat (convert- 
ed yacht) Gloucester an hour or more 
atter the Pluton had been sent to her 
destruction. 


The correspondent says: "During the 


sea fight oft the coast of Cuba on July 


I last I was on the yacht Wanda, the 
mimander of which was Captain F. C. 


Miller. 
We came upon the Spanish 


torpedo boat destroyer Furor Just as 
she was sinking, and the 
destroyer 


Pluton. which had been cut In two by 
shells from the Gloucester and 
was 


pounding to pieces on the rocks along 
the shore. 
This was at a point about 


three mllee west of Morro, at the en- 
trance to. Santiago harbor, and about 
one mile east of the point where the 
Marie Teresa and 
the 
Almirante 


Oquendo were driven ashore. 
The 


Wanda ran in shore a half mile from, 
the 
Pluton. 
The 
Gloucester 
was 


"standing by" a half mile or more to 
the westward. ' 
From the deck of the Wanda we could, 
easily see a score of men on shore near 
the wreck of the Pluton. but we could 
not tell whether they were Americans, 
Spaniards or Cubans. I took one of the 
Wanda's small boats with a quarter- 
master and one or two sailors with me 
and went ashore to the place where th* 
men were for the purpose of getting 
their story of the destruction of tin 
Furor and the Pluton. 
I found that 


most of the men were Spanish 0aili>rt, 
belonging to the Pluton. 
They wer* 


being guarded by ft small squad o£ sail- 
ors from the Gloucester, who were 


alting to take them aboard the Glou- 


cester as prisoners of war. 


One of the American sailors told mi 


that an officer of the Gloucester was up 


utes searching- for the wounded man. 
The heai was almost Intolerable and all 
of us were nearly famished from thirst. 
The Spanish officer gave up the search 
and sank, on the rocks exhausted. 


The Gloucester officer 
and myself 


finally came upon the wounded man 
lying In a pool of stagnant water.whlch 
had turned red from his own blood. H« 
was a common sailor or fireman from 
the Pluton and he had a hole In him 
large enough to have been made by a 
six-Inch shell. 
He was plainly dyin* 


though h# was conscious, but he was 
took weak to speak plainly and all that 
I could gel from htm was a cry for 
"agua.** agua" (water), and I had none 
to give him. 
He kept movinr his hands about In 


the pool and was washing the bloody 
stagnant water over his wounds. The 
Gloucester officer remained with him 
and I returned to. the beach to see If 
my coat had come back from the Wan- 
da.. I found U waiting for me anfl 
that Captain Miller had §ent with It a 
wicker steamer chair which had been 
used on our after deck. 
This was the 


nearest approach to s. litter that could 
b* found on the Wanda, 
The few 


Gloucester sailor* who were present 
said that hey could take care of the 
wounded man and would take hUn,.to 
the Gloucester If th«y could, as soon 
as their launch should come for them. 
Accordingly I turned the chair over to 
them, got Into my boat and returned to 
the Wanda, 


T do not know what became of the 


wounded Spanish sailor. I never heard 
of him afterwards, but I believe that he 
must have died In the pool where I left 
him before the sailors on shore could 
get him In the chair and take him to th* 
Gloucester. 
If h* did die In the pool, 


which I cannot doubt, owing to his 
frightful wounds, anfl the. fact that he 
lay In the burning sun so long without 
surgical attention. It Is not likely that 
he found any other tomb, for it was 
no time nor occasion to be over-par- 
ticular about a dead man, as dead men 
were rather numerous In that locality 
then, and the unfortunate sailor whose 
mangled body was left lying in hla own

Cuba shared no worse fate than scores 
of others whose bodies I saw that day 
floating in the sea, either to become 
food for sharks or to be ground to 
pieces when the Incoming tide shoula 
throw them against the rock-bound

when the Gloucester sailors finally 


returned to their own vessel they un- 
doubtedly left the Wanda's chair on the 
shore and I believe there is not the 
slightest doubt that that chair after- 
wards became the death couch nnd 
then the tomb of Admiral Vlllamil. H« 
was doubtless lying near us at the Um« 
T was on shore, but none of the Amer- 
icana found him. which was not ra- 
markable as there were very few 
Americans on shore and he could easily 
have been concealed behind the rocks 
along the beach or in the thick brush 
back of them. 
Tf the Spanish sail- 


orsi who had been captured knew the 
Admiral'* hiding place they did not di- 
vulge It to the Americans.

and the packer* were in conference all 
day yesterday, and the point that they 
could not reach an agreement on was 
the fixing of the price. 
The directors 


claim the right to fix the 
price at 


which the raisins shall be sold, while 
the packers want a clause In the con- 
tract to the effect that If the prices 
should be considered too high they 
should be submitted to a board of arbi- 
tration, to consist of bankers. 


President Kearney stated last night 


that the directors could not see their 
way to allow the establishing of the 
prices to go out of their hands, and in 
response to a question stated that the 
directors and the packers were at a 
ieadlock on the proposition. He said 
that the negotiations were still pend- 
ing, however, and that if an agreement 
could not be reached on the proposition 
to sell 3000 cars to the packers that 
other proposals would be made. This 
morning the directors are 
ready to 


submit another proposition to the pack- 
ers for their consideration. 


Last evening there was a meeting o£ 


the directors and the bankers commit- 
tee at which the adjustment was con- 
sidered, but no action was taken. The 
directors take the position that they 
would naturally not fix the prices 
higher than the market would warrant, 
for if they did they would ruin the In- 
dustry.

The announcement by Forest Super- 


intendent Newhall in this morning's 
Republican that renewed orders have 
"been received from 'Waahingtoii to en- 
force the law excluding sheep from the 
forest reserves, indicates that the posi- 
tion of the department on this question 
la fixed beyond recall. 
These orders 


were issued by telegraph after 
me- 


morials had been received from the 
California delegation in congress, from 
the Governor, the legislature, and 
many of the county Boards of Super- 
visors, as well as complete reports on 
the situation from representativas of 
both aides. 
No Influences could possi- 


bly be stronger than those which have 
already been exerted, and if these have 
not changed the purpose of the govern- 
ment, it is evident-that It will not be 
changed. 


Sheep men have therefore the choice 


between supporting their flocks on the 
plains twhich the recent rains may 
make possible) or openly defying the 
law and trusting to the inability of the 
government to enforce it. As the forest 
superintendent is empowered to employ 
the necessary rangers, and has an- 
nounced 'his intention to obey orders 
and enforce the law rigidly, the latter 
course will lead to interminable con- 
flicts and put the sheep men Into an 
attitude of hostility to the government 
and to law In general which will make 
it difficult for them to get considera- 
tion in the future. 
It is also extreme- 


ly probabl* that the government will be 
I«und stronger "than the sheep men, 
even in the mountain fastnesses. 


There are two sides to this question. 


The former policy of turning the forests 
over to be used or abused without regu- 
lation waa not civilised. It has re- 
sulted in the destruction of the forests 
and the desolation of th« land wherevtf 
It haa been tried, and it la not now tol- 
erated In any civilised or semi-civil- 
ized country In the world* except in the 
United States. 
It baa lone been Im- 


portant and hk« now. become impera- 
tive that a, change be made In l£ here. 
The Interest of all tie generation* If 
more Important tban that of any one, 
even if w« happen to livt in that one. 
and if our veneration wID not use the 
forests without destroying them, it 
thereby forfeits it* right to Its share 
of their use. 


On the other hand, the policy of abso- 


lute exclusion Is not civilised, for It is 
not civilized to deny the use of 
natural resources. 
Nobody advocate? 


*uch a policy as a permanent one, and 
nobody defends it even as a temporary 
makeshift except on the ground that 
ive are not now capable of establishing 
any other. 
It Is the policy now estab- 


lished by law, and the executive de- 
partments of the government have no 
choice except to enforce it or to wink 
at its non-enforcement. They are not 
safe In entering into any illegal com- 
promise, as there is r,o legal way to 
enforce an illegal agreement. "When the 
law is changed, the only rational 
change will be the establishment of a 
modern civilized forestry system, it 
!• to the interest of everybody con- 


. cerned to hasten the day when such a 
•ystem can be established. 
A spirit of 


defiance to the enforcement of the 
present law will only delay the enact- 
ment of a better one, and, while it will 
cause some serious temporary lots, we 
think In the lone run it will be profita- 
ble as well as right to permit the law 
to be enforced without conflict or eva- 
sion. '

The temporary check will doubtless 


be the collapse that always follows in- 
flation. Much of the enormous .capital 
represented in the trusts is fictitious, 
arid the rest is merely a transfer of the 
capital already invested in the separate 
corpora ti 01 
has already burst, having grown too 
big to stand the tension. The separate 
corporations composing it are going on 
quietly, as if nothing had happened. 
The same thing must soon happen with" 
others, and before the year is out we 
expect to see a general collapse ol 
trusts as sudden as the recent inflation 
of them has been. Fortunately this is 
one sort of collapse that- does not in- 
volve the. checking of industry, any- 
more than the break oT a railroad pool 
involves the .stoppage of the railroads 
composing it. 


The permanent check will be found 


in the limitations of human nature. It 
took genius to organize the first trust, 
and it takes the highest executive abil- 
ity to organize any successful trust. 
Kxperience shows that^.this grade of 
ability Is kept at the head of any or- 
ganization only by the stress of com- 
petition. The ancient democracies put 
their best men forward as statesmen 
and soldiers because the few that did 
not do so were instantly swallowed up 
by their neighbors and destroyed, and 
the rest took warning. The American 
democracy in its time of uncompetitive 
isolation, has bec-n putting its mediocre 
men forward, leaving its strongest ad- 
ministrative talent to be drawn into 
business, where there was competition. 
As business organisations become large 
enough to destroy competition, the 
same result will follow. Anybody can 
run a monopoly If somebody else will 
keep It a monopoly. The men in charge 
of many of the new trusts have not the 
administrative ability to hold them to- 
gether until the monopoly i* firmly es- 
tablished. They will collapse. The few 
that succeed will eventually, through 
favoritism and nepotism, fall Into the 
hands of smaller men than their or* 
canicena. The advantage of an es- 
tablished monopoly will hold them to- 
gether long enough to install the weak- 
ened regime, and renewed competition 
will then do the rest. 


The trust is an attempt to ' 


competition for private benefit, Just as 
socialism Is a plan to destroy it for 
fancied public benefit. Both are pre- 
vented from success beyond a certain 
limit by the same fact in human na- 
ture: Xature does not produce enough 
great men, strong enough to lead, nor 
enough small men, modest enough to 


ter brings warmer weather. 


Even the New York Sun has been 


buncoed by the "newspaper scientist." 
A recent issue contains a description 
and jiictu're of a machine for utilizing 
the force of the tides, whose inventor 
is so sanguine of Its success that he 
has had It patented «ii all the countries 
In the world. When asked how much 
power his machine would devlop he an- 
swered that he had been too busy to 
figure on that aspect of tlie question. 
Two minutes figuring will show that, 
under the most favorable conditions,the 
machine could not develop over forty 
horse-power from an apparatus whose 
cheapest and simplest part is an abso- 
lutely rigid floating buoy six hundred 
feet square. 
The machine might 


work, but it could not pay.

Under the Co-operative Laws. 


Signing Brisk. 


There was only an Informal meeting 


of the committee on the reorganization 
of the Raisin Growers' Association 
yesterday, owing to the absence of two 
if the directors. The committee on re- 
organization, in all probability, will 
submit a report to the mass- meeting 


be held a week from next Wednes- 


day, advising reincorporation under the • 
co-operative laws of the state of Cali- 
fornia, which do not permit of cumula- 
tive voting and which were designed 
for Just such organizations. 
To save/ 


time it Is thought likely that a propo- 
sition vifH be made to adopt a consti- 
tution and by-laws at the same meet- 
Ing, and also to elect directors for the 
next year for the new organization. 
This has not been definitely decided 
upon, however. 
In order to do away \\ith the con- 


fusion that occurred at the last elec- 
tion it is proposed to have the election 
carried on In a more systematic man- 
ner, and Armory hall will probably be 
railed off and seats provided within the 
Inclosure for signers to the new con- 
tract, as only those who are signers 
will be entitled to vote on the new or- 
ganization. Vouchers In some form will 
be issued from the office of the Ilaisin 
Association to those who are entitled 
to vote and that voucher will admit 
the holder to the inclnsure ,and thus 
the confusion as to who shaJl have thfr 
right to vote will be done away with 
and voting will be confined strictly to 
signers of the new contracts. Signers 
will be expected to call at the office of 
the raisin association for these creden- 
tials, but due notice will be given 
through the newspapers when the plan- 
has been perfected by the board of 
directors. 
There has been a pretty active move- 
ient started among the growers to 
sign contracts, now that arrangements 
with the packers have been practic-ally 
settled. It will interest the people of 


ma to know that it is understood 


that Mr. Chanlor of that vicinity has 
signed a contract with the- association. 
Many growers have been holding out 
until .Mr. Chanlor should sipn, but he 
had not seen his way to do so hereto- 
fore. Several farmers have said that 
1200 acres would be sisencl as soon as 
Mr. Chanlor had jointd the association.

we gather therefrom the following 
conclusions: 


Section 1094. Political Code, pro- 


vlflw 
That registration shall commence 


one hundred and sixty ds-.ys before 
a general election and shall con- 
tinue for seventy-five days thence 
next ensuinfrwhen such registration 
shall cease; provided that 
every 


elector who has registered and 
thereafter moved his residence to 
another precinct in the same county 
thirty days before an election, may 
have his registration transferred to 
such other precinct upnn his appli- 
cation verified by oath, etc.: * *. * 
provided, no transfer from one pre- 
cinct to another shall be made be- 
tween a general election and a date 
twenty-seven flays before such elec- 
tion. 
It is true that section 1083, same 


•cod*, provides, among other quali- 
Ucations. "every male citizen whose 
Tiome shall have been on the great 
register of such county fifteen days 
prior'to an election slinll be a. quali- 
-fleci elector aVany and all elections, . 
etc." 
This provides that he shall be n. 


qualified voter if he has been on the 
rctrister fifteen days prior to any 
election at which he offers his vote. 
Well, any voter who had complied 
with the requirements for registra- 
tion above set out would have been 
on' the great register fifteen days 
and longer, but I can find no au- 
thority for the clerU's registering 
-jiny person lain:- than twenty-seven 
days prior to the election at which 
he. proposps to vote. 


We, therefore, have to advise that 


you follow the law laid down for 
your guidance and cease to register 
voters after within twenty-seven 
days oC the election.

Interior excluding all sheep from the 
forest reserves has been published in 
the Republican heretofore, and there is 
now no doubt that the law in this 
matter will be rigidly enforced. 
J. 


W. Dobson, of Raymond, supervisor of 
the reservations, in this valley, has 
received 
implicit instructions 
from 


Forest Superintendent Xewhall of Red- 
lands, as follows: 


-Drive sheen from public lands in 


reserves. 
Cause arrest of herders if 


they refuse td leave. 


"Xo authority whatever Is given for 


allowing sheep to cross the reserved 
land to private holdings. This conces- 
sion was made last year, but the priv- 
ilege was, greatly abused. 
"Forest supervisors and herders are 


directed to notify all ' sheepmen 
l 


drive their herds from the reserves If 
they are found grazing there. 
If the 


herder refuses he will be requested to 
assist the ranger and if he still persists 
in his refusal the sheep will be driven 
from the prohibited territory. When 
a herder refuses to remove his sheep 
as requested and it is certain that he '- 
trespassing on government lantt. he will 
be arrested, taken before 
a 
TTnited 


States Commissioner or Justice of the 
Peace and criminal complaint entered 
for violation of the Rules and Regula- 
tions governing Forest Reserves. 
As 


an alternative, -where it can be di 
with sufficient promptness and with 
certainty, the arrest can be obtained 
through a Sheriff or Constable. 
' The instruction issued by Superin- 
tendent Sewhall are: 
-"Sheep men will not be allowed to 
drive across the government land Ir 
the reservation to reach their small 
holdings, as they cannot do so withoul 
grazing their sheep on the governmenl 
land, which is against the Rules and 
Regulations. 
But where a sheep man 


can reach his own land in the reser- 
vation without driving his sheep on 
government land, we have no right to 
interfere, as he is'not ft trepasser un 
| til he takes his sheep on government 


land." 
The law under which the superintend 


ent is acting is Section 13 of the rules 
and regulations governing forest 
serves, and U'as follows: 


"The pasturing of live stock on the 


public lands in forest reservations wil 
not be interfered with so long as it ap- 
pears that injury is not beine done to 
the forest growth, and the rights of 
other* are. not thereby jeopardized. The 
pasturing of sheep, is. however, pro 
h-bited in all'forest reservations, ex- 
cept those in the states of Oregon and 
Washington, for the reason that sheep 
jrrazing has been found injurious to the 
forest cover, and therefore. 6f seriou 
consequence in repions where the rain 
fall is limited. 
The exception in fav< 


of the states of Oregon and Washing 
ton is made because the continuou 
moisture and abundant rainfall of th 
Cascade and Pacific coast ranges mak 
rapid renewals of herbage and tin"-~ 
prowth iHissible."

Board of Supervisors Ttke 


Testimony. 


To Ascertain the Value of tbe 


Fresno Canal and Irrigation 


» 


The Board of Supervisors met yes- 


terday for the purpose of hearing tes- 
timony an to the value of the irriga- 
tion system of the Fresno Canal ami 
Irrigation Company, in order to fix a 
rate chargeable for water by the com- 
pany. 
At present the 'company fur- 


nishe* water to those who hold. water 
rights for M 2-S cents an acre, which 
is much !«*• than is charged by any 
other Irrigation company In the state. 
Renters of water who do not own * 
water right are charged »2 an acre. 
The ftxin* of rates will apply only to 
this latter clau, as those holding water 
rights have entered Into a contract 
with the company, which cannot be ab- 
rogated by the action of the board in 
fixing rates.' 


Attorney George E. Church appeared 


"to assist the board in arriving at a 
fair estimate of the value of the prop- 
erty." he said, "and not as an attorney 
engaged in the trial of a case." Dis- 
trict Attorney Everts was also pre- 
ent to advise with and counsel the 
board, while Frank H. Short represent- 
ed the water company. 


Tbe first witness called was W. H. 


Ingles, secretary of the company. He 
stated that he had been secretary of 
the corporation for a number of years 
and had kept the books. 
He had 


not brought the books with him, ait he 
did not know just *-hat information the 
Board desired. 
The witness was then 


questioned by Attorney Church as to 
the extent of the system, the cost of 
the headgates. the number of miles of 
natural waterways and of ditches, etc. 
-, 


Mr. InRels stated that he could not give 
definite information about these facts, 
but .that they could be ascertained by 
going over the books. 
He promised 


to take off the desired 
information 


from the books. 


In reply to a question as to the num- 


ber of cuhis feet of water furnished, the 
secretary answered that 1122 were sold 
under water rights, including1 those lo- 
cated and unlocatea. 
Those located 


and used were 937. In addition to 
those water is rented. and the following 
figures for 
three years back were 


given, the figures being tlie receipts In 
money at the rate of f2 per acre: 18M, 
tSTl.40: '97, J1M7.25; '9S. J1U6.65.

price of water rights, and, answered 
that they had ranged all the way from 
$250 to $1000. 
Durine the last three or 


fnur years they brought $1000. 
He 


denied that the company had sold, any 
for $1200. 
He stated that In the early 


days of the company about 25 rights 
had been sold for 825: 25 or 30 for 
G Tor 20; and 1 for ?IG. 
In nearly all 


of those cases there was some other 
consideration. The company had made 
a special rate with the Bank of South- 
ern California, as the bank agreed'to 
take eare of the ditches and used a 
third le?s water than Is usually fur- 
nished.

Cu.'s weekly review of trade will say 
tomorrow:

His Future Course in Politics Will

NEW YORK, March 17.—A dispatch

have been turned by the anti-assembly 
leaders Into something of a presidential 
boom for the "grand old man" of Cuban 
politics. Most of the speakers Insisted 
on proclaiming the deposed general-in- 
chlef the solo guarantor of insular in- 
terests and the inevitable head of the 
still unformed Cuban republic. In reply 
to these highly flattering assurances, 
General Gomez cautionsly, but still 
suggestively, declared that he could not 
think of accepting the presidential title 
unless it were bestowed .upon him by 
tUe unanimous vote of the Cuban peo- 
ple.' 


This answer disclosed an intention 


singularly at variance with the pro- 
gramme he announced in his manifesto 
of Sunday last in response to the as- 
sembly's resolution deposing him from 
office. In that manifesto he said that 
his sole desire was now to retire to 
private life and end his days in peace 
on his plantation in San Domingo. His 
new attitude is also in striking contrast 
with his offer of bis sword to a. commit- 
tee of Porto RIcans which hud sug- 
gested the initiation of a movement for 
Independence In that Island. 


Gomez' last change of front is due 


doubtless to the overwhelming char- 
acter of the victory he has won over 
the assembly and to the elation he feels 
at the almost universal support offered 
to him by all classes of the Cuban 
population. His future course In poli- 
tics will he watched with interest, for 
If the elections which are to fu' 
basis for political reorganization are 
held before the present furore in his 
favor subsides, he can .doubtless have 
the highest honors the new constituent

The Windsor Burned 


to the Ground. 


Guests Leap to Death from 


Windows. 


Every Hospital to the City Called 


on to Succor the 


Injured. 


NRW 
YORK. 
March 17.—Flames 


which originated from the igniting of 
a lace curtain burst forth 
from ' the 


second floor of the Windsor hotel, at 
Forty-seven th street an<1 Fifth ft venue, 
shortly after 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
Just as the St. Patrick's Day parade 
was passing the building, and in a few 
moments they had leaped to the roof 
anfl enveloped tlie entire Fifth nvenue 
and Forty-seventh street fronts of the 
hotel. Ten minutes later the names 
were roaring through, the interior of 
the hotel and all escape by means of 
( 


stairways and elevators was cut off. 


There was the wildest "scene of ex- 


citement. Hundreds of guests and em- J 
ployes were in the hotel when the. fire 
broke out and for many of them escape ; 
was impossible. Probably from, ten to i 
fifteen lives were lost within half an 
hour and from thirty to forty persons 
were injured by jumping from windows 
and rushinp through the roaring flames 
in the i-orridors and on the stairways. 
Many who were injured died inter on 
and others who made wild leaps 10 tm> 
stone sidewalks were xo hadly injured 
that "they are still hovering between 
life and death. 


It may be twenty-four hours or more 


before the complete list of CaUiliUes be- 
comes known and it will be longer than 
that before It can he ascertained defi- 
nitely how many charred bodies are In 
the mass of fallen masonry that marks 
the spot where the hotel stood. 


The flames could not l>e checked and 


in two hours from the time the fire 
broke out the entire structure was hi 
ruins? and the streets mi three-sides ot 
the building were filled with debris 
from fallen wails and chimneys, while 
the streams of water poured upon the 
Interior of the ruins had no other ef- 
fect than to fill the tiir with clouds of 
scalding steam, making it impossible 
for anyone to approach near 
search for the bodies of those who per- 
ished. 
The fire was the most spectacular 


that could be imagined. When It broke 
out Fifth avenue was crowded with 
people watching the St. Patrick's Day 
parade and every window in the front 
of the hotel facing Fifth avenue was 
filled with spectatoi

March 8. 18W.

of her clothing.

Almoat a year later, on March 5,1896. 


the little girl's skull was discovered In 
a heap of rubbish In a cellar at 469 
West Porty-iixth street 
Detectives 


worked night and day. but failed to 
discover the murderer.

says that the murdered confessed to 
him soon after the crime. 


The guilty man, according to John- 


ion's story, came to hla house about a 
Tteek before the girl's mutilated bodr 
was discovered. His clothing wa« cov- 
ered with blood and he aald he had 
been In a fight In Hell's Kitchen.

NEW YORK, March 22.—A dispatch 


to the Tribune from Havana says: 


A week of reflection sterns to have 


brought the Cuban military assembly 
to its senses, for Tuesday's session wit- 
nessed a marked return on that body1* 
part to reason and moderation. A de- 
cided surprise was sprung on the rad- 
ical element when a, motion wag intro- 
duced by Senator Despaigne and four 
others providing lor the disbandment 
of the army and the dissolution of the 
assembly itself, at the same time au- 
thorizing the soldiers to accept any ar- 
rearages of pay offered to them by the 
United States. 


Sahguilly and Gomez, the radical 


leaders, pleadfd against immediate ac- 
tion on "so unpalatable a proposition, 
but the only concession they secured 
was a postponement ot the discussion 
on Senator Despaigue's motion until 
Saturday. 


A bitter fight will doubtless be pre- 


cipitated over this Invitation to the 
Cerro gathering to commit political 
hari-kari, but it is said now that a 
majority will sanction the dissolution 
project as the best means of retiring 
from a situation which is no longer 
tenable. 


As the army wants to accept the $3,- 


000,000 now awaiting delivery and is 
willing to disband thereafter, the only 
practical role left to the assembly is £0 
'lend its countenance to the distribution 
with the best grace possible. 


The Havana, papers are still filled 


with details'of the armed collisions 
which have taken place in the streets 
since Saturday. 


Senor Mora, the civil governor, has is- 


sued a proclamation calling attention 
afresh to the provisions of the codft re- 
stricting the right of free assemblage 
and urging the public to refrain from 
illegal gatherings.
